Constitutional 
review 
creates  conflict

1 1  is  noi  a  surprise  ili.it  organiza- 
tions on  campus  must  comply  (o 
IPFW  regulations.  The  fact  of  ihe 
maiter  is  these  organizations  must 
follow  regulations  of  the  present 
time. 

Jeff  Sterling,  chair  of  Student 
Activities  Commillee,  explained  the 
importance  for  the  Student 
Government  to  stress  that  organiza- 
tions update  their  constitutions. 

"There  have  been  organizations 
with  constitutions  that  are  still  on 
the  old  Purdue  system,"  Sterling 
said.  "They  still  have  clauses  stat- 
ing their  members  must  have  a  par- 
ticular GPA  on  a  6.0  scale  to  be  a 
member." 

The  Senate  not  only  feels  it  is 
important  for  organizations  to  fol- 
low university  guidelines,  but  they 
also  believe  it  is  important  for  them 
to  follow  the  guidelines  of  today. 
Ten  years  from  now,  an  organiza- 
tion may  look  back  on  its  constitu- 
tion and  see  how  things  were  dealt 
with  in  1997 

The  only  problem  that  may 
occur  is  that  a  particular  constitu- 
tion could  be  the  same  unchanged 
one.  used  in  the  70s. 

A  memorandum  sent  from  the 
IPSGA  Judicial  Court  to  the  mem- 
bers of  IPSGA  stated  that  an  organi- 
zation is  not  considered  inactive 
because  (heir  bylaws  or  constitution 
have  not  changed  in  the  first  six 
months. 

The  presence  or  absence  of  this 
form  in  the  Office  of  Student 
Activities  indicates  which  organiza- 
tions are  active  and  as  well  as  those 
which  are  inactive. 

The  role  of  IPSGA  Senate 


Student  Affairs  Committee  includes 
performing  a  review  and  making 
recommendations  to  the  IPSGA 
Senate  on  constitutions  of  prospec- 
tive student  organizations. 

"Two  summers  ago,  only 
United  Sexualilies  and 
Intercollegiate  Greek  Council  had 
met  University  guidelines,"  said 
Sterling. 

"Now,  roughly  half  of  the 
groups  have  updated  their  constitu- 
tion." 

Constitutional  reviews  are  a 
very  tedious  process.  The  rules 
which  must  be  followed  by  the  gov- 
ernmental groups  can  be  extensive. 

A  few  small  conflicts  have 
occurred  relating  to  the  constitu- 
tionality of  the  reviews  performed 
by  tbe  IPSGA  Senate  Student 
Affairs  Committee. 

According  to  Nick  George, 
Chief  Justice  of  IPSGA  Judicial 
Court,  they  had  been  performing  an 
"unconstitutional  activity." 

"It  was  found  that  the  IPSGA 
Senate  Student  Affairs  Committee 
had  become  a  bit  overzealous  in  ful- 
filling its  duty  to  determine  active 
standing  of  student  organizations," 
said  George. 

"In  light  of  the  unconstitutional 
activity  undertaken  by  the  IPSGA 
Senate  Student  Affairs  Committee, 
the  Judicial  Court  recommended  the 
constitutional  review  of  all  student 
organizations  by  the  IPSGA  Senate 
Student  Affairs  Committee  be 
ceased  forthwith,"  said  George. 

As  of  right  now,  the  role  of  the 
IPSGA  Senate  Student  Affairs 
Committee  includes  perforating  a 
review  and  only  making  recommen- 
dations to  the  IPSGA  Senate  on 
constitutions  of  prospective  student 
organizations. 


Prof  defends  faculty

The  speaker  of  the  Purdue  Fort 
Wayne  Faculty  senate  defended  fel- 
low professors  who  have  recendy 
spoken  publicly  about  their  disatis- 
faction  with  the  current  atmosphere 
at  IPFW 

James  Hersberger,  associate 
chair  and  associate  professor  of 
mathematical  sciences,  spoke  out 
during  Monday's  monthly  meeting 
of  the  faculty  senate. 

Hersberger  mentioned  there 
have  been  stories  in  the  papers  and 
letters  to  the  editor  with  one  letter 
that  appeared  in  Sunday's  Journal 
Gazette  characterizing  some  of  the 


campus  faculty  as  "malcontents  " 

Hersberger  also  raised  questions 
aboul  the  dual  grievance  procedures 
in  place  at  IPFW. 

The  university  has  one  set  of 
procedures  from  West  I.afayetie  and 
one  from  Bloomington. 

Hersberger  warned  Purdue  fac- 
ulty to  review  carefully  new  proce- 
dure from  Purdue  before  agreeing  to 
it. 

The  Purdue  policy  does  not 
allow  attorneys  to  attend  grievance 
hearings.  And  Purdue  President 
Steven  Beering  would  not  have  to 
personally  appear  at  any  hearing. 

"I'm  tired  of  (he  administrative 
culture  at  Purdue,"  Hersberger  said.

Seated     plasma 
donors  help  give  life  to  victims

Housed  in  a  relatively  non- 
nondescript  budding  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Clay  and  Washington 
streets  is  the  opportunity  for 
healthy  people  to  aid  those  less  for- 
tunate 

Sera-Tec  is  a  biologically 
based  pharmaceutical  company  that 
specializes  in  locating  and  obtain- 
ing human  donor  plasma  for  biolog- 
ical manufacturers  and  pharmaceuti- 
cal companies. 

The  donors'  blood  plasma  is 
collected  through  a  procedure  called 
plasmapheresis. 

The  plasma  is  then  used  to  man- 
ufacture a  variety  of  products  for 
medical  community. 

Sera- Tec  is  licensed  and  regu- 
lated by  the  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  (FDA)  as  well  as 
certain  state  agencies. 

The  medical  assistance  that 
Sera-Tec  can  provide  cannot  be 
gathered  if  eligible  donors  do  not 
stop  in  and  donate  blood  products. 

Sera-Tec  has  been  a  leading 
supplier  of  plasma  to  biological 
manufacturers  and  pharmaceutical 
companies  for  over  twenty  years 

The  company  has  been  in  Fori 
Wayne  since  1979. 

Donors  continue  to  be  of  the 
utmost  importance,  as  Sera-Tec 
donors  produce  a  significant  per- 
centage of  the  world's  Rh  Immune 
Globin,  a  drug  used  to  prevent  Rh 
disease  in  newborns 

The  use  of  this  drug  alone  has 


saved  the  lives  of  over  a  quarter  of  a 
mdlion  babies. 

Other  services 
provided  include 
using  plasma  to 
produce  typing 
serum  to  correctly 
match  blood  for 
transfusions. 


immune  globin  used  to  help  prevent 
cytomeglovirus  in  transplant 
patients.  Albumin,  a  plasma  compo- 
nent, is  vital  to  the  treatment  of  bum 
and  shock  victims. 

It's  also  used  for  diagnostic  con- 
trols for  laboratory  tests  and  hepati- 
tis B  Immune  Globin  which  is  used 
to  treat  people  exposed  to  hepaiiiis. 

In  addition  to  helping  others. 
individuals  who  donate  can  also 
receive  useful  services  for  them- 
selves when  they  donate;  as  the  pre- 
donation  process  includes  a  com- 
plete physical,  as  well  as  an  HIV 
lest. 

If  any  test  results  are  found  to  be 


abnormal,  potential  donors  will  be 
referred  to  their  personal  physician. 

College  students  are  favored 
donors,  in  the  opinion  of  Sera- Tec 
manager,  Mark  Garringer. 

"College  students  are  more  apt 
to  avoid  high-risk  behavior  because 
they  tend  to  stay  up  on  things,  "  said 
Garringer 

Garringer  has  been  manag- 
___         er  at  Sera-Tec  in  Fort 
Wayne    since   its 
beginning  in  1979. 

The  reason  for  his 
lengthy   tenure,  he 
explains,  is  "I  love 
the  people 

"I  like  to  refer  to  us  as  the  bar- 
tenders of  the  medical  community. 
People  tell  us  everything  about 
themselves,  what  they're  going  to 
do  with  the  money,  the  music  they 
listen  to,  the  car  tbey  drive,  the  good 
and  bad  points  of  their  lives." 

There  is  usually  opportunity  for 
dialogue  between  the  Sera-Tec  staff 
and  the  donors  because  donating 
plasma  usually  lakes  slightly  over 
an  hour. 

Another  facet  of  plasma  dona- 
tion that  would  make  it  beneficial  to 
college  students  is  that  during  dona- 
tion, donors  are  in  a  reclined  posi- 
tion; and  can  read,  chat,  or  simply 
relax. 

Even  though  plasma  donation  is 
ideal  for  college  students,  plasma 
donors  are  usually  a  diverse  group. 

They  are  blue  collar  and  white 
collar  workers,  men  and  women  all 
with  one  thing  in  common:  the  need 
to  help  others 


After  passing  extensive  blood 
and  drug  screening  tests  individuals 
can  donate  blood  products. 

The  technique  called  plasma- 
pheresis uses  a  completely  comput- 
erized closed  safe  system. 

Skilled  technicians  withdraw 
blood,  remove  plasma,  and  return 
the  other  parts  of  blood  (red  cells, 
white  cells,  and  platelets)  to  the 
blood  stream. 

All  of  this  is  done  using  a  ster- 
ile, disposable  collection  system, 
eliminating  any  risk  of  transferring 
disease.  No  two  donors  use  the  same 
needle  or  tubing 

Sera- Tec  centers  arc  located  in 
nearly  every  slate.  The  other  Indiana 
location  is  in  Bloomington  The 
company  strives  to  place  its  centers 
in  college  towns  in  an  effort  to  reach 
the  collegiate  sector  of  the  commu- 
nity. 

Students  are  more  likely  to  need 
quick  cash  Payment  is  given  as  the 
donor  leaves  after  each  donation 

Compensation  is  based  on  the 
individual's  time-commitment,  reli- 
ability, and  the  demand  for  each 

individual's  plasma  type. 

Minimum  requirements  for 
donating  are:  must  be  at  least  18 
years  old,  weigh  at  least  110  lbs., 
and  be  in  good  health

Campus  cop  saves  life 

Lieutenant  Tom  Haner  does  more  than  write  traffic  citations  at  IPFW. 
On  SepL  20.  Haner  saved  the  life  of  a  human  being  on  campus. 

Jimmy  Scott,  an  electrician,  was  working  to  put  up  a  light  pole  on  the 
north  side  of  the  new  science  building  when  a  forklift  hit  the  pole  and 
caused  it  to  break  ai  the  base.  The  tight  fell  and  struck  Scott  on  the  head 
which  caused  serious  injury. 

Hancr's  quick  reaction  helped  save  Scott's  life.  Haner  had  the  pres- 
ence of  mind  to  put  on  his  latex  gloves  and  apply  pressure  to  the  blood 
spurting  wound  until  the  EMS  arrived 

Scott  is  currently  undergoing  physical  therapy  He  is  partially  para- 
lyzed on  his  right  side  and  is  scheduled  to  have  a  plate  inserted  into  bis 
head  to  replace  the  crushed  skull.

I  was  on  campus  this  week  and 
read  with  interest  your  front  page 
story  about  the  campus  atmosphere 
being  poisoned. 


As  a  former  : 
IPFW,  1  agree  with  the  article's 
statements  mat  the  campus  climate 
is  different  since  the  new  chancellor 
arrived  three  years  ago.

Touted  on  the  menu  as  "Fori 
Wayne's  Premiere  Coffee  House 
and  More..."  the  Dash-In  truly  has  a 
lol  lo  olTcr  to  its  customers  morn- 
ing, noon  and  night. 

Daily,  the  Dash-In  bakes  fresh 
muffins  and  biscolb,  not  to  mention 
a  luscious  assortment  of  cookies, 
brownies  and  cheesecakes.  These 
baked  treats  are  available  all  day 
and  evening  and  are  perfect  accom- 
paniments for  the  "Java"  offerings 
on  the  menu. 

The  Dash-In  pours  a  nice  selec-

"healthy"  eating,  with  whole  wheat 
breads,  bagels,  and  tortillas,  bean 
sprouts,  spinach  and  vegetarian 
offerings.

When  people  tiy  io  think  of  some 
one  who  is  "strong,"  the  image 
thai  usually  comes  Io  mind  is  the 
person   who  has  the   bigge;

Plus,  one  can 
only  wonder  how  "Home 
Alone  3"  will  do  this  sea- 
son without  the  appear- 
ance of  McCauley  Culkin. 
For  those  of  you  who 
feel  that  film-making 
could  not  be  farther 
away  from  home:  The 
producers  of  "In  the 
Company  of  Men"  are 
currently  shooting 
scenes  for  the  movie 
"American  Reel"  in  the 
Fort  Wayne  area.  The 
film  stars  David 
Carradine  as  a  struggling 
singer  trying  to  make  it 
big. 
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seemed 

smart   enough 
to   bring   in 
young,   attractive 
cast 

Strangely  enough,  most  of  them 
bad  played  in  "Melrose  Place," 
"Beverly  Hills.  90210"  or  "Parly  of 
Five"  at  some  lime  or  another  So,  if 
by  chance  there  was  a  non-existent 
plot,  at  leasi  the  audience  could 
drool  over  the  soldiers.  In  fact,  the 
shower  scene  full  of  nude  men  and 
women  should  suffice  this  point. 

The  film  is  not  all  unfavorable. 
Like  I  said  before,  the  special 
effects  are  tremendous  and  most  of 
the  acting  is  tolerable  But  the  mor- 
bid vision  of  the  future  is  one  that 
can  be  unsettling 

While  everyday  people  are 
praying  for  world  peace,  our  worst 
enemies  could  be  those  damn  icr- 
mites  crawling  through  our  walls. 
So,  be  warned,  this  is  no  "Star 
Wars."  "Star  Trek"  or 
"Independence  Day."  yet  who  can 
blame  the  guy  for  trying  with  such  a 
unique  approach? 

A  film  with  no  wits  but  plenty 
of  suspense  is  "I  Know  What 
You  Did  Last  Summer  With 
the  same  producers  as  "Scream."  I 
was  rooung  for  this  film  to  be  great 
I  was  longing  for  Jennifer  Love- 
Hewitt  to  claim  the  same  success 
her  "Party  of  Five"  co-star  Neve 
Campbell  had  received.  Yet,  once 
again,  1  was  disappointed. 

The  film  dealt  with  four  teen- 
agers who  are  involved  in  a  hit-and- 
run,  then  decide  to  keep  it  a  secret. 
Predictably,  the  past  comes  back  to 
haunt  them  and  lo  kill  them.  It  is  a 
scary  flick —  but  do  not  have  any 
higher  anticipation. 

First  of  all.  the  portrayal  of 
these  naive  teen-agers  was  very 
oblique.  Tbey  were  characters  who 
were  so  dim-witted  they  were  des- 
tined to  be  killed  off.  In  fact,  if 
Anne  Heche  was  not  there  to  save 
the  cast,  the  film  may  have  been  just 
unbearable.  The  characters  fought 
for  their  lives,  yet  their  brains 
seemed  incapable  of  doing  anything 
logical 

The  film  seemed  to  want  to  be  so 
scary,  yet  forgot  the  aspect  of  giving 
some  character  to  their  stars  "1 
Know  What  You  Did  Last  Summer" 
tried  to  take  the  killer's  hook  from 
"Candyman."   the   weak   women 


from 

every  "Friday  the  13th"  movie  and 
some  laughs  from  "Scream  " 
Nevertheless,  this  mi*  does  not 
leave  much  room  for  originality. 

Lately,  the  best  theater  bet 
seems  lo  be  "Kiss  the  Girls,"  a 
film  that  seems  to  at  least  try  to  rely 
on  the  action  and  the  brains  of  lis 
characters.  For  those  who  tiked 
"Seven"  or  'The  Silence  of  the 
Lambs,"  this  film  may  give  you 
some  enjoyment  Once  again,  do 
not  make  it  out  to  be  anything  more. 
The  story  revolves  around  an 
attacker  who  claims  female  victims 
for  his  personal  pleasure.  The  twist 
however  is  that  he  kidnaps  those 
who  have  brains  and  talent,  not  the 
weak  and  vulnerable.  He  doesn'l 
kill  them,  except  for  a  few,  but 
keeps  them  hostage  for  his  own  rea- 
sons. 

The  cast  is  much  better  than  the 
aforementioned  two  films.  Morgan 
Freeman  and  Ashley  Judd  give 
strong  performances  as  the  detec- 
tive and  one  of  the  victims.  In  their 
hunt  for  the  man  behind  the  may- 
hem, psychological  scares  lead  lo 
the  breaking  climax. 

It  is  not  a  film  with  scare  after 
scare,  but  definitely  something  to  be 
disturbed  over. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  still 
seems  lo  something  withheld.  Is  it 
possible  they  put  too  much  empha- 
sis on  Judd's  fighting  abilities  rather 
than  her  intellectual  instincts?  Was 
the  mystery  just  too  easy  to  figure 
out?  I'm  not  real  sure.  If  someone 
discovers  the  missing  ingredient. 
please  let  me  know. 

But  if  you  haven't  seen  it  yet,  it 
is  probably  better  to  wait  until  it 
comes  to  Gateway,  Glenbrook  or 
Georgetown. 

So,  how  long  will  this  streak  of 
aggressive,  strong  action-driven 
films  last?  It  doesn't  seem  likely 
that  it  will  be  ending  anytime  soon. 
1  just  hope  that  "Scream  2." 
"Alien  Resurrection"  and 
"Titanic"  live  up  to  their  expecta- 
tions by  giving  the  audience  what 
they  really  want.  Characters  who 
have  the  smarts  and  the  aggressive- 
ness to  know  when  it  is  time  to  fight 
back,  draw  conclusions  or  run  like 
hell. 

It's  going  to  be  a  suspenseful 
holiday  season.

I  am  sure  that  by  now  you  have 
at  least  heard  about  the  Pentium  II 
processors  from  Intel.  There  are  a 
number  of  funky,  flashy  commer- 
cials with  the  Pentium  II  van  on 
television.  However,  die  majority 
of  us  know  very  little  about  these 
new  processors,  so  I  did  a  little 
ivestigating  in  order  to  do  this  arti- 
cle. 

Earlier  this  year,  the  Pentium 
processors  with  MMX  technology 
were  being  packaged  in  many  of 
die  Windows  95  computers  The 
MMX  was  supposed  to  improve 
audio,  video,  and  graphical  data 
manipulation  by  adding  57  new 
instructions  lo  the  processors.  The 
new  Pentium  II  processors  also  use 
the  MMX  technology  lo  improve 
the  quality  of  its  performance. 

Going  into  more  technical 
terms,  the  Pentium  II  has  two 
improved  features  over  the 
Pentiums  and  the  Pentiums  with 
MMX  technology.  It  has  improved 
on  the  Dual  Independent  Bus 
(D.I. B.)  architecture.  This  uses  two 
buses  instead  of  one,  which  allows 
die  processor  lo  have  one  bus  per- 
fomi  the  current  transaction,  while 
die  other  does  a  separate  transac- 
tion, or  it  can  have  both  buses  work 
on  the  same  transaction  at  the  same 
time  In  simpler  terms,  if  it  can  do 
more  than  one  complex  thing  at  a 
time  or  if  it  can  have  two  buses 
doing  the  same  thing  at  the  same 
lime,  it  speeds  up  performance 
time. 

Another  feature  that  the 
Pentium  II  possesses  is  something 
Intel  calls  "Dynamic  Execution  " 
This  rearranges  the  way  that  the 
processor  processes  data  into  a 
more  efficient  way.  This  allows  the 
processor  lo  manipulate  data  rather 
just  process  a  set  list  of 
instructions.  It  basically  organizes 
information  into  more  efficient 
means 

The  Pentium  II  processor  is 
much  bigger  in  size  than  its  prede- 
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cessor.  the  Pentium.  This  limits  the 
Pentium  II  from  being  built  into 
laptop  computers  The  inside  of 
laptops  are  already  crammed  full, 
so  until  Intel  designs  a  smaller  ver- 
sion of  the  Pentium  II,  laptops, 
unfortunately,  will  not  cany  the 
Pentium  II  processor. 

But,  for  the  average  home  and 
business  desktop  and  mini-tower 
computers,  this  is  a  major  develop- 
ment. Ray  Chander,  a  computer 
department  salesman  at  Besi  Buy, 
thinks  this  chip  will  take  us  into  the 
next  generation  of  compuicr  tech- 
nology. According  to  Chander,  the 
Pentium  II  processors  can  keep  get- 
ting faster  without  overheating  as 
easily  as  their  predecessors.  He 
says  that  the  larger  size  of  the 
Pentium  II  makes  it  harder  for  it  to 
overheat. 


Chander  adds,  "If  I  were  choos- 
ing between  a  Pentium  and  Pentium 
II,  I  would  spend  the  extra  on  the 
Pentium  II  .It's  upgradable  ( to  the 
Pentium  II "s  eventual  replace- 
ment)." 

The  Pentium  II  processors  cur- 
rently are  available  with  speeds  of 
233-,  266-,  and  3 00 -megahertz. 
Most  of  the  new  computers  with 
Windows  '95  carry  the  new 
Pentium  }]  processor  With  the 
great  possibilities  that  they  have, 
the  Intel  Pentium  II  processors  are 
going  to  lake  our  PCs  inlo  a  new 
era.
